The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art teaches metal pieces which are subjected to laser peening wherein 
a laser is directed to a first side to produce pressure pulses within the metal piece. The 
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prior art also teaches the use of acoustic coupling material such as water or the like in 
conjunction with the laser peening process. However, the prior art does not teach or 
suggest applying an acoustic coupling material to the second or back side of the metal 
piece which serves to dampen the pressure pulse reflection and thereby decrease the 
deleterious effects within the interior of the material.
